Washington, May 28.—A badly mud* 
bespattered party at the head of which 
was the president got off a car of the 
Washington.

had been nu a visit to Mount Vernon, 
part of the trip being made by horse 
back and had been caught in a heavy 
shower. 
As tile result of the storm 
the roads were in fearful condition and 
as the riders progressed 
they wert 
splashed from head to foot with mud 
The other members of the 
party be­ 
sides the president were Mrs. Boose 
volt, Miss Ethel Roosevelt, Postmaster 
General Mever and Captain Fitzhugh 
Lee. one of the 
president’s military 
aides. The clothing of the entire party 
w*ere drenched. 
Tile trip in many re­ 
spects was a "rough riding” one. 
The 
president has explored on horseback 
much of the country about Washing­ 
ton lying north of the Potomac river. 
He also has made 
occasional visits 
across the river west of Washington

and various

places. 
He was anxious, however, to 
make the longer trip to Mount Ver­ 
non and several days ago planned the 
excursion that resulted in the entire 
party being thoroughly drenched by 
rain and bespattered with mud.
